Welcome and Introductions - Ivan DelLoatch, FGDC OS

Ivan DeLoatch welcomed participants to the meeting, and asked attendees to introduce themselves.

Previous Meeting Action Item Review - Arista Maher, FGDC OS

Avrista Maher reviewed the action items, noting resolutions and responses.

FGDC Business Report - Ken Shaffer, FGDC OS

[Presentation]

Ken Shaffer reported out on recent meetings and other developments in the FGDC. The meeting’s agenda
was reviewed. The most recent Executive Committee (ExCom) meeting was held on February 14. The
ExCom continues to move forward with the NSDI Strategic Plan work plan and is continuing to develop
the portfolio management implementation strategy approach. The Steering Committee (SC) met on March
19 and received updates on the progress of the A-16 Implementation Plan, the National Spatial Data
Infrastructure (NSDI) Strategic Plan, the Geospatial Platform, and FY 2012 FGDC OS Accomplishments.
The next two Steering Committee meetings will be held on June 13, 2013 and September 12, 2013. The
June Steering Committee meeting will be held at the Main Interior Building in downtown Washington,
DC. The next Executive Committee meeting will also be held at Main Interior, and the meeting will take
place on June 6, 2013. The ExCom agenda includes the response to the GAO report, NSDI Strategic Plan,
A-16 Implementation Plan, the progress on the Geospatial Platform, a review of the last NGAC meeting
the agenda for the upcoming one, as well as a discussion of the upcoming Steering Committee meeting.
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The membership changes for SC and CG were reviewed. It was noted that Mr. Scott Bernard (OMB) will
be replacing Ms. Lisa Schlosser as Vice Chair of the FGDC Steering Committee. Additionally, Dr.
Asghar Noor will be replacing Mr. Marlon Sellow as the Coordination Group Primary member from the
Small Business Administration. The next Coordination Group meeting will be held on June 18, 2013
(please note the date change).

The National Geospatial Advisory Committee (NGAC) last met via webinar on April 3. Their next
meeting will be held on June 11-12, 2013 at the South Interior Building in downtown Washington, DC.
The NGAC will discuss the NSDI Strategic Plan, Geospatial Platform, A-16/Portfolio Management,
Landsat, and other topics. Attendance is by registration only. The September NGAC meeting will be held
on September 10-11, 2013, at a location to-be-determined in Washington, DC. The next call for member
nominations will take place in spring of 2013.

An update on the U.S. Government Accountability Office (GAO) report actions was given. The portfolio
management implementation plan is still in development, and it will be a topic at the upcoming Steering
Committee, NGAC, and Executive Committee meetings in June. The technical capability for the
Geospatial Platform marketplace is also in development, with policy to follow. “Marketplace” community
development can begin after the May scheduled release of new Geospatial Platform 2.0 prototype
functionality. The NSDI Strategic Plan initial draft is being developed and will include pending input
from the NGAC. Its status and further input will be discussed in detail at the upcoming SC, NGAC, and
ExCom meetings as well.

The Geospatial Platform activities were reviewed. There are still 5 outstanding FY 12 interagency
agreements (USDA, Labor, NSF, USACE, and USAID). The team has developed the initial concept for
the A-16 Theme Lead Collaboration Community, and has distributed the NGDA crosswalk results/action
items and draft metadata practices developed by Doug Nebert to support Theme Leads in preparation for
the upcoming NGDA metadata harvesting for the new Data.gov catalog and search capability. The
Platform team has also assisted in developing the draft A-16 Implementation executive memorandum, and
has begun the development of the NGDA Lifecycle Maturity Metrics and Maturity Survey.

An update on GeoCloud Il activities was given. GeoCloud Il projects have transitioned to their own
accounting, reimbursable hosting, or termination. The team has selected four new projects that will be
deploying either ArcGIS Server or OpenGeo Suite using secure Amazon Web Services in partnership
with HHS and eGlobalTech. The focus is on the deployment of National Geospatial Data Assets (NGDA)
using common software ‘platforms’ for shared security certification and Web Services for geospatial data,
registered with the Geospatial Platform catalog. A list of GeoCloud Il projects and milestones was
shown.

The outcomes of the April 16-17, 2013 Federal Metadata Coordinators ISO Implementation Workshop
were discussed. There were 46 participants from 14 Federal agencies. The next steps are to: review
materials, notes and participant evaluations and update materials as needed; incorporate key content into
FGDC Metadata website redesign; plan a follow-up webinar or webinar series for the Metadata Work
Group; establish a Federal agency ISO implementation community via MWG subcommittee, wikispace or
other forum; and update and promote the ‘Preparing for International Metadata’ guidance document.

It was noted that the NSDI Cooperative Agreements Program announcement for 2013 is still on hold,
pending budget information..

An update on FGDC Standards activities was given. The status of the current CAP Standards process was
reviewed. OGC, GWG, and INCITS-L1 Standards activities were reviewed. The FGDC Standard
activities will be discussed in further detail during the upcoming Standards agenda item.
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Geodetic Control Subcommittee Report — Juliana Blackwell, NOAA/NGS

[Presentation]

Juliana Blackwell gave an update on the recent activities of the Geodetic Control Subcommittee, which
she chairs. The Federal Geodetic Control Subcommittee (FCGS) coordinates geodetic data-related
activities among 23 Federal and non-Federal agencies. The themes and datasets under its purview
include: Airborne Gravity, Continuously Operating Reference Stations (CORS), Geoid Models, and
National Geodetic Survey Datasheets.

The most recent meeting of the subcommittee took place on January 31, 2013, and the topics discussed at
this meeting included an update on progress towards new datums, FCGS actions from the GAO report,
the future of NDGPS, foreign data distribution, and data streaming. An outcome of this meeting was that
FCGS invited members to help inventory and review geodetic control standards documents to determine
what updates or edits are needed.

Some of the recent activities of FCGS include an NGS presentation at the 2013 Esri Federal Users’
Conference on Geodesy and National GIS. Attendees learned about new GIS tools and the new datums
for the nation that are under development. NGS is also working on the GRAV-D update to the
Geopotential Datum, and planning for a 2014 Geoid Slope Validation Survey in lowa.

The next meeting of the Geodetic Control Subcommittee will be held on July 30, 2013 in Silver Spring,
MD via teleconference and webinar. The Subcommittee plans on receiving an update on the datums of
the future and continued discussion on how to prepare for those datums, and another update on actions
NGS is taking to develop a plan for geodetic control standards.

In the coming months, the FCGS plans to continue to prepare for the new geometric and geopotential
datums; identify and prioritize needs for new geodetic control standards; and identify common objectives
and find opportunities for cooperative projects and tasks related to standardization and updates to vertical
datums.

Standards Work Group Report - Julie Maitra, FGDC OS

[Presentation]

Julie Maitra gave an update on the recent activities of the Standards Work Group. The mission/purpose
of the FGDC Standards Work Group (SWG) is to promote the development and implementation of
standards in support of the National Spatial Data Infrastructure. The membership of the SWG was
reviewed. The SWG has obtained new participants through the review of CG member agency
participation in geospatial standardization activities.

The SWG is responsible for reviewing project proposals, committee draft standards, and final draft
standards for National Geospatial Data Asset (NGDA) datasets as part of A-16 portfolio management,
and making recommendations to the FGDC Coordination Group on standards. It is also responsible for
identifying externally developed standards for FGDC endorsement.

The most recent meeting of the SWG took place on April 25, 2013, during which the SWG discussed the
Revised Classification of Wetlands and Deepwater Habitats of the United States Standard; the U.S.
Government Real Property Asset Data Standard; the Time Space Position Information (TSPI), Version
2.0; and the GWG Geospatial Web Services Focus Group activities. The SWG recommended two
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standards for FGDC endorsement at this meeting: the Revised Classification of Wetlands and Deepwater
Habitats of the United States Standard, and the TSPI Version 2.0. They also decided to recommend the
draft U.S. Government Real Property Asset Data Standard for CG approval for public review.
Additionally, the SWG has been recommending various 1SO and OGC standards for FGDC approval.
They are also working on expanding and promoting XML and GML schemata on the FGDC website to
encourage uptake and implementation of standards.

The standards described above for CG recommendation have supporting documents available for review
on the myUSGS.gov site. CG members are encouraged to review them.

NSDI Strategic Plan — John Mahoney, FGDC OS

[Presentation]

John Mahoney reviewed the recent progress on the NSDI Strategic Plan efforts. The core team has been
working on validating a shared vision of the NSDI through a document with both an overall strategy and
an implementation strategy. The NSDI Strategic Plan was driven by the GAO recommendations, among
other drivers. The NGAC has been asked for their assistance in developing ideas and draft content for the
first draft of the plan. The core team has been meeting on a weekly basis. The Executive Committee and
Steering Committee will be briefed on the progress of the document in their June meetings.

The timeline of activities related to the development of the NSDI Strategic Plan was reviewed. The
Strategic Visioning Workshop and NSDI Leaders’ Forum were held in March 2013, and since then there
have been various opportunities for Steering Committee and NGAC input. Currently, the first draft of the
Plan is being put together. Draft input from the NGAC, as well as additional input from various outreach
efforts are being incorporated into the first draft of the document. The second draft will incorporate
additional comments from external stakeholders.

The table of proposed NGAC subcommittee assignments was reviewed. Most of the activity that the
NGAC has been engaged in so far this year has been the development of the NSDI Strategic Plan. The
NGAC subcommittee timeline was shown, along with the draft document outline.

Role of The National Map in Geospatial Platform and A-16 Supplemental Guidance Dataset
Activities — Dick Vraga, USGS

[Presentation]

In response to a discussion at an earlier CG meeting, Dick Vraga was asked to give a report on activities
of The National Map program and how it relates to A-16 Supplemental Guidance Dataset activities. The
mission and activities of the U.S. Geological Survey, and the National Geospatial Program (NGP), were
briefly overviewed. Recently, the NGP’s mission was recalibrated to devote more focus to topographic
mapping activities, specifically the elevation and hydrography map layers. Moderate investments
continue in geographic names, and maintenance investments in imagery, transportation, boundaries,
selected structures, and land cover. The NGP emphasizes meeting user needs on priority communities of
use, including water resources, natural resource conservation, geologic mapping, and geologic hazards.

USGS and NGP are theme leads on several A-16 data themes. NGP leads Elevation, Imagery, and Inland
Waters themes. Others, which are more broadly assigned to USGS (do not fit within NGP) include: Land
Use/Land Cover, Geology, and Biota. The various assets within each theme were outlined as well. Dick
also discussed data and services registered on the Geospatial Platform, as well as other Platform activities.
Ten dynamic base map services are registered, as well as two tile cache base map services, The National
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Map Viewer Application, thousands of metadata records via Data.gov, and a collection record, i.e. a
metadata record flagging a collection of data for search and discovery that can then be further searched if
the user wants to locate specific files in the collection. Coordination mechanisms include the FGDC
Subcommittees and Work Groups. The 3D Elevation Program (3DEP), the Alaska Mapping Executive
Committee, the Board of Geographic Names, among others, are also key coordination mechanisms. The
3DEP program and Alaska Mapping Initiative were both reviewed.
